WASHINGTON, May 
Senate yesterday engaged in 
other colorful debate over the vio- 
lation of its secrecy rule, and be- 
fore it was over two of the debat- 
ing Senators had themselves vio- 
lated the rule, one inadvertently 
and the other deliberately. 

La Follette of Wisconsin, who 
deliberately broke the rule in the 
presence of his colleagues, defied 
them to expel him for it, and he 
dared them to expel. Couzens of 
Michigan, who had inadvertently 
violated it. 

The Senate Rules Committee, as 
a result of its attempt to punish 
the United Press Association for 
publishing a secret roll call last 
Saturday, has become involved in 
such confusion that none of its 
members can predict what they 
will do next. Thus far they have 
succeeded only in losing some of 
their own authority, and in exclud- 
ing all newspaper men from the 
Senate floor—a result which they 
did not contemplate. 

To Question U. P. Man. 

The Senate Rules Committee de- 
cided today to hold open hearings 
Monday at the time it questions 
l’aul Mallon, a United Press corre- 
spondent on the source of the in- 
formation of the roll call, Mallon 
also was informed by the commit- 
tee leaders that he would have the 
right to have counsel. 

Vigorous protest against an ex- 
ecutive meeting of the committee 
in its questioning of Mallon was 
voiced on the floor of the Senate 
yesterday by Senators La Follette 
and Dill (Dem.), Washington. 

The incident arose, as has been 

explained, from the action of the 
United Press in publishing the roll 
call on the confirmation of Irvine 
L. Lenroot, whom President Hoov- 
er appointed Judge of the Court of | 
‘Customs Appeals. The vote was | 
in executive session and the Sen- 
ate rules provide for the expulsion 
of any Senator who discloses what 
occurs in executive session, al- 
though the rule is generally and 
continuously violated. 

La Follette kept the Senate and 
the galleries in an uproar of laugh- 
ter With his sarcastic assault upon 
the action of the Rules Committee. 
Irom a dozen different newspapers 
he read accounts of the proceed- 
ings of various executive sessions, 
and after each one he turned to 
his colleagues and inquired: “Now, 
I wonder where they got that?”

Ground to Be Broken Today for $4,500,000, 
First Link of Superhighway to 
Facilitate Traffic.

The highway, 14 to 18 feet above 
the surface of the street and from 
70 to 80 feet wide, will run along 
the Hudson River water front from 
Canal to Seventy-second = street, 
with outlets at important cross- 
town streets—Twenty-third, For- 
ty-second and Fifty-seventh. It 
will be built midway between the 
piers and the buildings on the 
water front street automobiles en- 
tering it will ride over railroad 
tracks, freight yards, 
and ferries. The elevated highway 
itself will carry two 30-foot road- 
ways, and beneath it will be pro- 
vision for three more lanes.

to the city, had a residence at 
Seventh and Locust.

The old Exchange 
was in the heyday.” 

After the Merchants’ Fixchange 
vacated the building in 1875 it was 
occupied by offices and ware- 
houses. Then, in October, 1927, a 
brick fire-wall which had been 
erected between the fur warehouse 
of Eugene Donzelot & Co., and the 
feather warehouse of Wahlert & 
Guntzler, collapsed and carried 
down with it the three top floors. 
The wall, according to E, A. Don- 
zelot, cashier-of the fur company, 
had been unsecured at both erids 
and was erected without mortar.

FILIPINO GOLD STRIKE 
VALUED AT $20,000,000 


19 Ameticans Stake Ont Claims 
to Entire Deposit on 
River, 

MANILA, May 24.—An immense- 
ly valuable deposit of gold is re- 
ported to have been found along 
the Angat River, 26 miles north 
of Manila. . The lowest estimate 
of itg value by mining men was 
fixed at $20,000,000 and the high- 

est at $50,000,000. 

To the extent of its known lim- 
its, the deposit has been entirely 
staked out by 19 Americans, mem- 
bers and employes of an engineer- 
ing concern here, 

The gold is in a quartz vein 
which, its discoverers say, has been 
traced for 9000 feet. The vein 
ranges in width from 25 to 200 
feet. 

The discovery made made sev- 
eral months ago by George Cush- 
ing. a foreman in construction of 
a tunnel for the Metropolitan Wa- 
ter District. Noticing considerable 
placer gold in the Angat River, he 
prospected the region and found 
the quartz ledge. Since the laws 
of the Philippines provide that only

the remainder of the vein in their 
names, 

The diseovery will not bring a 
new industry to the islands, for 
gold mining is centuries old in the 
Philippines. When the Spaniards 
came, more than 800 years ago2, 
they found that the natives in a 
number of sections mined the pre- 
cious metal from the streams. 
They still do so today. However, 
gold mining never progressed be- 
yond small scale operations during 
the Spanish regime. The Ameri- 
cans, since their arrival, 31 years 
ago, have developed one highly 
profitable gold property.

May and June are the months | 
when fresh fruits and vegetables 
make an especial appeal to us, | 
and when they occupy an increas- 
ingly important piace In the menu. | 
The large majority of us have to! 
depend on market supplies for 
these. and there are some points 
that are well to keep in mind as 
aids in selection. 

{n the fruit line we. find pine-, 
apples at their best; straw perrics 
coming into their prime; cherries, 
early peaches, plums, apricots and 
cantaloupes making their initial 
appearance, or increasing in qual- 
ity and quantity according to the 
section of the country in which 
we live. 

As to vegetables, we have excel-| 
lent grecn peas, string beans, new | 
beets, carrots, cucunibers, tomae 
toes, new potatoes, egg plant and 
early summer squasi, 

Greens such as spinach, chard, 
lettuce and other salad greens are 
ul. 

Iresh fish is likewise excellent 
in quality and plentiful in quantity 
just now, with mackerel, sword-| 
tish, striped bass, sea bass, flound- 
er, haddock, porgtes and fresh sal- 
mon leading the list. 

In selecting the fruits, keep in 
mind that pineapple should be! 
ripe, and that when ripe the fruit! 
is golden yellow in color, sigaty | 
soft. and has a rich pineapple 


as good in flavor as the large, | 


providing they are ripe, so it pays | 
tou purchas: the size that is, 
heaviest for the price. Watch out! 
for any soft spots or decay, espe-| 
cially around the base. 

Both California and Georgia ship | 
peaches and plums to the mar- 
kets, while most of the cherries 
and apricots come from California. 
These fruits should all be ripe, 
gdod in color and plump in ap- 
pearance, 

Most of the cherries, in fact 
practically all of them, are the 
sweet black ones—the sour red 
cherries do not as a rule appear 
much before July. 

Lemons are extremely popular | 
for beverage purposes this time | 
ot year, and are usually rather | 
high in price, though quite plentl!- 
ful. 

' There is no infallible test that 
[ know of for Judging a good 
cantaloupe. Generally speaking, 
fruits should be heavy for its size 
and moderately soft all over; they 
should also have a rich aroma,

“Grade Crossing Facts.”’ 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

OUR editorial, “Grade Crossing 

Facts,” brings an “amen” from me, 
lt is true that the Missouri Pacific could 
save hundreds of dollars by placing of 
warning bells and lights at these cross- 
ings. Yet they should consider the pub- 
lic’s traffic rights, as long as they wish 
to increase the speed of their trains. 
And I think that the people of St. Louis 
should have the say in this case, in- 
stead of the State Public Service Com- 
mission. 

It is unfair to the public to have a 
few men who are not acquainted with 
the situation to decide whether these 
crossings should have satisfactory safety 
protection. The United States Supreme 
Court recently ruled, in the Memphis, 
Tenn., crossing accident case, that an au- 
tomatic signal could not take the place 
of a man. 

All cities. towns and incorporated vil- 
lages should have the power vested with 
them to contro! the safety of the people 
at dangerous crossings within their in- 
corporated limits. Unfortunately, in the 
State of Illinois all this power is vested 
with the Illinois Commerce Commission. 
No incorporated city or village has the 
power to enforce any safety regulations 
upon the railroad companies whatever. 
Of course, a complaint can be made to 
the commission; but the commission 
timidly claims that it is hard to bring 
proof against the railroad companies of 
hazardous operation of trains over dan- 
gerous and unprotected crossings. 

Of course, many victims are to blame 
for their crossing accidents. But when 
a man either has to stop his car. get out 

and walk onto the railroad tracks or 
take the risk. then gets bumped by a 
train making 50 miles per hour through 
town, it is time for the public to wake 
up and make a fight for its safety rights. 
Therefore, the people who use these 
crossings in St. Louis had also better 
wake up.

SANITY AND WAR DEBTS 

It has been acutely realized for some time that the 
situation with respect to war debts and reparations 
resulting from the war had become a serious obstacle 
to the world’s recovery. 

Mr. Hoover has done much to make this wide- 
spread realization audible by summoning the Secre- 
tary of State, the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
leaders of Congress, for discussion of our own mixed 
and army of occupation claims against Germany. 
The President is said to favor reducing by $29,000,000 
our total claims of $350,759,069, as well as spread- 
ing the annuities over 50 years instead of 20. The 
Germans have paid us a total of $61,996,762 on these 
accounts. Mr. Hoover cannot, of course, do more 
than suggest this reduction to Congress, nor Can he 
guarantee our reparations experts in Paris that Con- 
gress will consent. However, it is likely that the 
leaders of Congress have given him assurances suffi- 
ficient to justify strengthening the hands of our 
experts. 

The Post-Dispatch has repeatedly protested against 
the unwisdom of trying to collect the last pfennig from 
Germany. The Germans were confronted in the war 
by 23 allied nations. To say that they can ever be 
made to pay all the claims against them is unreason- 
able. Mr. Owen D. Young avd Mr. John Pierpont 
Morgan, who represent this country .unofficially in 
the preliminary reparations conferenc? at Paris, have 
proposed a considerable abatement of the reparations 
claims. They have performed the difficult feat of 
gaining the consent of France and Belgium, and as 
soon as the British elections are over England also 
may consent. Meanwhile, Mr. Hoover has moved to 
revise our own claims against Germany, an example 
which cannot be lost upon all those who are trying 
to collect debts from that impoverished nation. 
Messrs. Young and Morgan have done more than 
propose a reduction in the reparations debt; they 
have suggested the total sum which Germany is to 
pay, something that has not been done by any for- 
mer reparations parley. The Germans have paid a 
total of $1,300,000,000, and while doing it they have 
borrowed in the United States $1,100,000,000. The 
interest upon these and prior loans, in addition to 
the regular annuity of $625,000,000 under the Dawes 
plan, has subjected exchange to heavy pressure. The 
total payment under the new plan, stretched over 
a period of 58 years, is placed at $24,000,000,000, hav- 
ing an immediate value, if discounted to date, of 
some $10,000,000,000. The original reparations claim 
was approximated at $23,000,000,000, so that what the 
American experts propose would not only reduce the 
total by some $9,000,000,000 but would reduce the 
annuities under the Dawes plan. The proposed pay- 
ments start between $408,000,000 and $432,000,000 per 
year and reach a maximum in 1987 of $576,000,000. 

It is inevitable that what the American experts 
have done abroad and Mr. Hoover has done at home 
will precipitate a demand that we revise all of our 
foreign war debts. The French particularly associate 
this expectation with acquiescence in the more gen- 
erous terms proposed by our experts for Germany. 
It has always been an inevitable result of any ra- 
tionalization of the whole war debt and reparations 


problem. Mr. Hoover has displayed in this matter 
the admirable quality of courage, something always 
admired in our Presidents. He is supposed in some 
quarters to have braved the wrath of Congress, but 
it is unlikely in our opinion that Congress will great- 
ly resent his proposal. Ten winters can cool even 
Congress. The country will probably feel that the 
President has performed a very great service. The 
necessities of the future are to all nations of more 
importance than the passions of the past. Germany, 
as we have pointed out, is essential to the interna- 
tional economy. Her economic recovery bears a rela- 
tion to trade and commerce everywhere that is of 
paramount importance. 

We congratulate the President, as well as our 
American experts in Paris. They are giving a very 
difficult matter the benefit of sanity.

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THE LOWLY POTATO COMES INTO ITS OWN. 

The potato has always been considered a plebeian 
of the vegetable world. Not that it hasn’t its virtues, 
but it could never hope to move in the same set with 
the snooty artichoke or the arrogant asparagus. It 
even ranks lower in the social scale than the un- 
speakable spinach and that parvenu, broccoli. A good 
solid food—the potato—but devoid of charm, “it,” 
personality and savoir faire. Unbeautiful, moreover. 
Its gnarled figure and dun coat, to which clings the 
dusty remnants of its lowly origin, would never be 
tolerated in the best circles. 

We are happy to report, however, that the potato 
is coming into its own. Tere is before us a book- 
let issued by the Union Pacific Railroad which con- 
tains a chapter entitled, “The Romance of the. Idaho 
Potato.” If this refers to the same potato described 
on bills of fare as “Great Big, Baked Idaho Potato,” 
we admit justification for the phrase. Split in two, 
its rich, creamy meat sprinkled with paprika and 
saturated with butter, this species of the humble 
tuber family comes nearest to crashing into the Park 
avenue of the vegetable world. 
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NOW THE MACHINE GUN. 

The pleasant fashion of dangling a machine gun 
from one’s watch chain is frowned upon by our Mis- 
sourj Legislature. And so it has passed a law. The 
merry rattle of the machine gun will no longer be 
heard at bridge parties, symphony concerts,. execu- 
tive sessions of the Town Club or in the sorority or 
fraternity houses of our higher institutions of learn- 
ing. Possession of a machine gun by a professor of 
psychology, or a doctor of philosophy, or an. ama- 
teur golfer, or any uplifter, is tabu.. So is its sale. 
The only privileged class is the army, navy, police 
and militia. 

In fact our Legislature regards the machine gun- 
ning very much as it does the bomb-throwing. Both 
arts are, it avers, contrary to sound public policy, 
and practitioners of both arts are to be dealt with 
rigorously by the Jaw. Yes, sir, the bomb and the 
machine gun are to be banished from the soil of 
Missouri even as whisky and gin and beer and light 
wines. 


There are a lot of us, of course, who supposed that, 
even before the present Legislature spoke, the bomb- 
thrower was a criminal, that the unofficial] opera- 
tor of a machine gun was a gangster, and that there 
were plenty of laws to suppress these fellows. In- 
deed, some of our ablest legal authorities insisted 
that we did not need any more laws to protect so- 
ciety from such desperadoes; that what we needed 
was to make our courts more efficient. These au- 
thorities, as we all know. outlined a plan for vital- 


izing the processes of justice, prepared by painstak- | 


ing investigation and study. But the Legislature has 
rejected the recommendations of the Association for 
Criminal Justice and has passed more laws reiterat- 
ing that murder is a capital crime. 

Before they adjourn may we not hope that our 
Legislators will pry into the science of mathematics. 
There ought to be a law declaring unequivocally that 
two and two are four in every Missouri county north 
of the river and south of the river. 
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A POLITICAL MOVE? 

If the Senate Appropriations Committee has its 
way, Attorney-General Shartel will be unable to per- 
form one of the important duties of his office, 
namely, the practice of sending an assistant to aid 
in the prosecution of important criminal cases 
throughout the State. According to our Jefferson 
City correspondent, 


It is the theory of the Missouri law that in 
important criminal cases the Governor may 
direct the Attorney-General to act in aid of a 
prosecuting attorney, that in cases of a State- 
wide character the Attorney-General shall con- 
duct inquiries by appearing before grand juries 
in the several counties, if necessary, and if there 
is a breakdown in the law enforcement machin- 
ery in any county, that the Governor may direct 
him to take charge of prosecutions, 

In the present administration, this system kas 
worked out effectively. Assistant Attorney-General 
Lovan, in five cases, has secured four long-term con- 
victions and conducted a grand jury investigation 
which resulted in the indictment of Sol Hohenthal 
for the murder of Rose Petoskey at De Soto. In all 
these cases the Prosecuting Attorney requested the 
assistance of the Attorney-General, and the Governor 
directed that it be given. 

We think the Appropriations Committee has made 
a mistake in reversing the Legislature’s custom of 
making this grant. It has all the earmarks of a 
political move to embarrass and ‘cripple a valuable 
function of the State law department. : 
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WE ARE SHOWING FRANCE. 

Missouri continues to show France what Missouri- 
ans are like and why they have made an impression 
upon our own country. 

The latest Missourian to attract attention over 
there is Horton Smith. Horton has done more than 
win the tournament at St. Cloud. He went around 
the course in 66 twice in one day, which made France 
catch her breath. 


“Smith’s boyish aspect made him a great favorite . 


with the crowd which followed the fortunes of the 
players around the course, and when he averaged less 
than four to the hole for yesterday’s double, he was 
wildly applauded,” says one report. It will be re- 
called that the unspoiled and charming boyishness 
of Col. Lindbergh also captivated the French. The 
sports paper, L’Auto, says of Smith: “He is a hand- 
some youth, with blue eyes full of mischief, an im- 
peccable hair part, and a square chin that denotes 
determination. His dress is easy on the eye, and he 
plays golf with a marked grace and marvelous ease 
that have won the plaudits of the French.” 

The young Missourian is to them “Grand Gaillard,” 
“Beau Gosse,”’ and “the Benjamin of Golf.” Another 
Missour:an was the Eagle, the Albatross, the modern 
Icarus and Beilerophon. It takes the French to say it, 
and it takes Misscuri to inspire them. 
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NEED AND ETHICS. 

The Illinois Medical Society has affirmed the 
action of the Chicago Medical Soeiety, which re- 
cently expelled Dr. Louis E. Schmidt of that city on 
the charge of unethical conduct. Dr. Schmidt, it is 
understood, will appeal to his. profession’s supreme 
court, the American Medical Society. That tribunal, 
it seems to us, will do well to ponder the case well 
before deciding against the appellant. 

Dr. Schmidt’s offense is this: He is the head of a 
philanthropic organization that conducts a charity 
clinic which receives financial assistance from the 
Public Health Institute. The institute conducts a 
pay clinic and advertises for patients, but it is not 
operated for profit. Its purpose is to provide com- 
petent medical service at low cost for people of lim- 
ited means. It is sponsored by men of character and 
consequence, who have applied business methods to 
the practice of medicine, not for their own gain but 
for public service. 

The cost of illness today was recently pronounced 
by Secretary Wilbur of the Interior Department, him- 
self a physician, as the gravest problem before the 
medical profession. Whether the Public Health In- 
stitute of Chicago has hit upon a plan that partially 
solves the problem we cannot undertake to say. But 
we do say that if men of high character utilize ad- 
vertising for the relief of suffering humanity, which 
is what the Chicago Public Health Institute is doing, 
the medical profession cannot condemn such men in 
conscience or common sense. Human need, we sub- 
mit, takes precedence over professional ethics. 
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The first practical result of the Supreme Court de- 
cision in the O’Fallon case was the sale of a 23-year- 
old automobile for $1500 to the Smithsonian. 
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THE GOVERNOR OF PORTO RICO. 

A cheering piece of news that came out of the 
wilds of China yesterday—the news that Theodore 
Roosevelt had finally consented to accept the gover- 
norship of Porto Rico. When as Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy this grizzled young sailor quit the seas 
and the oil scandals and the Government at Wash- 
ington most of us felt that as a public-careerist he 
was through.

Sterner duty, a 
more rugged destiny, bugled him away from the 
sham battles and pop-gun explosions of politics to the 
dangers, adventures and hairbreadth escapes of deso- 
late lands. No more for him the paltry problems of 
civilization. He had dedicated himself to the perils 
of camp and prowling wilderness.

THE REALM OF FANTASY. 

From the Baltimore Evening Sun, 

HEN the ruling in the St. Louis and 


O’Fallon case was handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court the price of 
railroad stocks leaped up so violently that 
for an afternoon the stock market dealt in 
rails practically to the exclusion of al] else. 
Then, when further study of the decision 
revealed that the railroads might not be 
able to boost freight rates after all, the 
price of rails dropped again. 

This is another illustration of the ex- 
tremely slender connection between the 
gyrations of the market and reality. If 
the O'Fallon decision had been all that it 
Was at first believed to be, it could have 
meant no more than that rallroads have a 
chance to raise rates. But permission to 
raise rates is not the primary need of the 
railroads, Their primary need is freight, 
and it is not to be obtained by raising rates, 

The most serious problem confronting 
American railways is the increasing compe. 
tition of motor vehicles, Busses are taking 
away passengers, and motor trucks are tak- 
ing away freight. If this competition con- 
tinues to increase, so will the difficulties 
of the rail lines. Raising rates cannot abol- 
ish competition. Indeed, if the rates rise 
beyond a certain close limit, they wil] stim-

Ways to Wash Windows 


AILY dusting of windows and 
mirrors takes but a few min- 
utes and keeps the glass bright 
and clean a long tiine, 80 special 
cleaning is not often necessary. 

Many housekeepers use the dry 
cleaning method and this is espe- 
cially good in washing mirrors, 
picture glass, etc., for water is 
liable to injurg these. The process 
is to lightly apply a paste made 
with water and the cleaning pow- 
der. This. however, is a dusty job. 
so some housewives prefer the 
newer medium which is a liquid 
and insures clear,. glistening win- 
dows. mirrors and other glass sur- 
faces. 

There still are housewives. who 
wash windows with water, and 
perhaps they add a little ammonia, 
alcohol. borax or kerosene instead 
of using soap. which is apt to leave 
a film on the giass. To obtain best 
results by this method, the cloth 
should be wrung out of water as 
dry as possible, then glass should 
be washed with this cloth, using 
overlapping strokes, and dried
